The first directory dates from 155)5, 
Queen Elizabeth's reign. 
A copy of 
It is in tile British museum, entitled 
“The Names of All Such Gentlemen 
of Aceompts as Were Residing Within 
tile ('ity of I minion.” 
Tile next does not seem to have ap­ 
peared for nearly a hundred years. 
It 
was called "A Collection of the Names 
of Merchant'- Living In and About the 
City of London.” 
This was printed for 
Leo, Lombard street, in 
1dT7. 
The 
names were arranged alphabetically, 
1,71 m» in number. 
Iii a separate list 
Were the names of no fewer than for­ 
ty-four hauliers under this heading, 
“Goldsmiths who keep running cashes,” 
twenty-three of them being then in 
Lombard street. 
This book contains 
the name of Hie father of Pope, the 
poet. 
The first directory, expressly so can­ 
ell. was compiled by Brown in 17,32, 
who soon issued it annually and real­ 
ized through it a large fortune. 
Tin* 
earliest postoffice directory appeared 
in I St hi. and successive volumes have 
been brought out yearly ever since.— 
London Telegraph.

The story of tile curfew was but the 
unsupported assertion of one historian 
of the sixteenth century, which was 
repented in prose and poetry till it w as 
woven into Hie language. 
Like many 
other legends, there Is just a grain of 
truth in it. blit its suggested origin is 
false, the derivation of curfew is erro­ 
neous, and tin* scuttle shaped Instru­ 
ments 
which 
supported 
the 
theory 
were quite different articles of house­ 
hold use. 
Probably the word is derived not 
from coit vis* fen, cover fire, but from 
carrefour, in obi French spelling car­ 
lot!, from the Latin for crossroads, and 
is the name of the morning and even­ 
ing bell, which originally sounded front 
the crossroads or market places both 
in France and England simply to give 
the time of day. It was and is rung at 
4 or 'I o’clock in the morning and at 8 
o’clock in tile evening. One inscription 
on an old bell runs thus: 


I a m c a l l e d y e C u r f u r boll, 
I ringer! a t V H I or m o re , 
To s e n d y e a i l e to betide, 
A n d w a k e y e vip a t IV.

D E E P SEA LEVEL. 


I t s Clin n R e I II I is vt rn ( c d In t h e C a s e 
•if the Mediterranean. 
Changes In the level of the sea are 
well shown in the case of tilt' Mediter­ 
ranean. M. Pit. Negris in a brochure 
presented to the Academy of Science 
furnishes interesting information on 
this point, it boing apparent that the 
sea has greatly increased in depth as 
compared to ancient times. Formerly 
a bridge 3.000 feet long united Leueato 
to the continent. 
Today it 
is 
sub­ 
merged. but the foundations of Hie 
work were discovered eleven feet be­ 
neath the surface. 
It may therefore 
be concluded that since the construc­ 
tion of the bridge the sea has risen at 
this point over nine feet. 
In the bay of Amphlssa. Greece, 
theio has been observed a mole that is 
over nine feet beneath the surface. At 
Rhenee there has been found a com ­ 
pletely submerged dock, evidently of 
Bornan construction, the depth of the 
sea above the dock at places being 
fully nine feet. 
From all of these facts one m ay con­ 
clude that there lins taken place an im ­ 
portant increase in tile depth of the 
sea since tin* Bornan period, the Medi­ 
terranean having risen at least nine 
feet In about 2,000 rears. 


G r o u n d T h a t B u r n * . 
In tile great Wheatfields of Califor­ 
nia a boy, w hose part in the process 
does not at first appear to the outsid­ 
er, skirmishes along near the reapers 
with a wet sack, pounding madly here 
and there. 
He is the fire tentier. Once 
set off. this grain, baked as it is by 
a rainless summer, would burn like 
a flash. 
Hundreds of thousands of 
dollars have gone tip in an hour on 
these delta lands, for here even the 
ground burns. 
The soil is made of 
matted title reeds, laid down iii sue 
eessive rotting strata by the river. 
When once uncovered and dried in the 
sun, it smolders with a slow persist­ 
ence. like a saw dust fire.

It is in the British museum, entitled 
“Tlx* Names of All Such Gentlemen 
of Aceompts as Were Residing Within 
the < 'ity of Loudon.” 
The next does not seem to have ap­ 
peared for nearly a hundred years. 
It 
was called “ A Collection of the Names 
of Merchants Living in and About tlie 
City of London.” This was printed for 
Lee, Lombard street, in L>77. 
The 
names were arranged alphabetically, 
1,7Jmi in number, 
in a separate list 
were the names of no fewer than for­ 
ty-four hankers under this heading, 
“Goldsmiths who keep running cashes." 
twenty-three of them tieing then in 
Lombard street. 
This book contains 
the name of the father of Pope, the 
poet. 
The first directory, expressly so call­ 
ed, was compiled by Brown in 1732, 
who soon issued it anmftdly and real­ 
ised through it a large fortune. 
The 
enrliest postoffice directory appeared 
in 1800, and successive volumes have 
been brought out yearly ever since.—
